as pressed by it committee, and perhaps
It Is very much owing to their exertions that
the radieal scheme woas defeated. For thls we
have renton to be thankful to them. It Is cer-
tain that one party was not in fuvor of the pre-
visiong of the Constitution, but in favor of
baving it forced upon ug: and it is just as cer-
tnin that of the other party some opposed the
whole scheme, and all their ropresentatives re-
slsted the effort to foree the rejected Constitu-
tlon on ue, and this surely entitles them to our
support,. No one can doubt that, by the sucoess
of this party, we shall have n more conservative
pdmiuistration of our Btate Government, and I
I shall rcjolce in its triumph t‘m-r ita rival.

The Growling Crop and lts Present Prospects.

An experienced and well-known cotton broker
eends the Boston Traveller the following com-
munication respecting the growing cotton crop
at the South., He has good facilities for obtain-
ing information, and his statements may be
n.-h{-d UpOn:—

Observing the numerous and varled efforts of
writers on the Southern cotton crop, for more
than o month pagt, to induce a general belief in
thelr predictions of 8,000,000 of bules as the pro-
duet of 1869, I um constrained to offer youa few
conslderations per conira:—

In the first place,sach efforts are usual. They
come every year at this season. Such writers
us Messrs, Nelll Brothers bave scarcely prog-
posticated a cotton crop of less than 5,000,000
since the close of the war. The facts have regu-
larly shown how little knowledge they possess;
und it is only surprieing that the uncommonly
sagacious proprictors of cotton mills of New
Eugland ghonld allow themselves to be deceived
into that course of delay in purchaslog their
stocks which is now so disndvantageous to them,
They have allowed cotton to be exported to
Europe which ghould have been retained for the
mills of this country, and they now suffer for it,

Second. The whole senson has been, until
quite recently, unpropitious for the cotton plant;
and the crop has been retarded from two to foar
weeks by the prevalence of Iate frosts, rain
storme, and the consequent dificulties of work-
ing the bottom and even much of the marshy
and clayey uplands In their softand muddy con-
dition, kEven shonld the ecaterpillar not come
a8 early as usual, there will be a corresponding
immuturity of the plants to fuvor its devastating
migsion; and should it nol come in foree at all,
still we shall bave the great disadvantage of late
pleking witha'l its losses, so well known by old
fnctors a8 well a8 planters. It will come, how-
ever, beyond nuy doubt, and until it has spoken,
speculations as to 214, 304, or 3,000,000 of bales
are littde beuter than idle dreams worthy the
{rile brain of the milkmosid—a counting of
ehiickens prematurely.

Third, The osrean of Iand planted in cotton
being less and the labor less than in 1808, every-
thing intluencing the product must, for the re-
walnder of the summer and the entire nutumn,
be exceedipgly propitious If even two and o
guarter milllons of bales nre to reward the tofl
of the prodocer. A very extenglve and some-
whit winute examination of the ¢otton regions
of Louisions, Arkausas, and Misslesippl enables
the writer 1o compnre the present with former
years in the respects both of areas planted and
labor engoaged o cotton calture,

Fourth. The recent floods in the valleysof the
Guaduloupe, Camel, Colorndo, and Brazos rivers
in Texas, 10 #ay nothing of the Prinity, Neches,
and more eastern streams of that State, have
already swept away, as in o day, the lLopes
baged upon the most tertile aud best cultivated
cotton valleys south and west of Red river.
Nover betore, sioce white men have known the
country, bhuave the rivers of Middle and Western
l'exas swelled so high, Their entire and wide-

pread bottots, bearing the broadest eotton
fdelds of the State, have been wholly overflowed
and swept by the tlood, and the papers sssure us
thint nine-tenths of the erop of the entiré county
